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It  was  Emerson  who  stressed  that  the  secret  of  education  lies  in  respecting 
the  student.  By  definition  the  student  is  one  who  studies  or  investigates 
thoughtfully;  it  is  my  belief  that  in  order  to  do  this  —  to  fulfill  his  potential  —  he 
must  be  provided  with  the  tools:  a  rich  body  of  facts  and  a  technique,  born  of 
the  vigorous  demands  made  on  the  thinking  process.  It  is  of  equal  importance 
that  the  ethical  implications  of  all  the  branches  of  instruction  be  stressed  so 
that  the  student  may  develop  a  deep  concern  for  humaneness,  compassion,  and 
rationality.  The  student  must  also  be  able  to  present  alternate  views  and  to  re- 
sist mere  indoctrination;  his  responsibility  to  himself  and  to  society  demands 
that  he  not  become  intellectually  servile.  This  responsibility  does  not  end  with 
graduation:  as  a  trustee  of  the  future  he  too  must  be  concerned  with  the  protec- 
tion of  human  learning  and  its  extension  into  all  areas  of  his  life.

SOCCER 


Since  1955  Salem  State  Col- 
lege has  had  soccer  included 
into  its  intercollegiate  sports 
program.  Soccer  is  a  rough 
game  of  bodily  contact,  where 
the  opposing  players  rely  totally 
on  their  own  individual  athletic 
skills  and  physical  endurance. 
The  game  is  originally  the  prod- 
uct of  Europe,  which  has,  in 
turn,  spread  over  most  of  the 
world.  It  is  little  less  known  in 
America,  but  less  known 
specifically,  at  Salem  State. 
With  an  insufficient  budget,  a 
definite  lack  of  campus  sup- 
port, improper  facilities,  and  an 
athletic  field  which  was  poorly 
designed  and  constructed  for 
any  type  of  athletic  contest, 
soccer  has  remained  an 
insignificant  and  little  under- 
stood part  of  the  extra-curricular 
activities  on  the  Salem  campus. 

Coaching  the  Viking  soccer 
teams  for  Salem  has  been  the 
job  of  Mr.  Richard  L.  Schneider. 
For  the  past  ten  years  it  has 
been  his  responsibility  to  create 
the  teams  that  would  be 
efficient  and  smooth  working 
units.  It  is  not  an  easy  job  to 


mold  a  working  team  from  a 
group  of  individual  players.  And 
for  this  reason  his  task  has  not 
been  without  its  failures.  Coach 
Schneider  has  carried  out  this 
tremendous  and,  unfortunately 
to  say,  unrewarding  and  unrec- 
ognized task  well.  Although  he 
has  yet  to  produce  a  champion- 
ship winning  team  in  his  ten 
years  as  coach,  he  has  indeed 
brought  some  outstanding  ones 
to  the  campus.  It  is  for  these 
reasons  I,  as  a  departing  senior 
veteran  of  the  team,  three  year 
letterman,  and  former  captain 
of  the  1969-70  team  here  at 
Salem,  do  dedicate  this  year's

In  a  hotly 
contested  battle,  Salem  showed 
its  stuff.  After  two  overtimes 
the  game  was  stopped  with  the 
score  frozen  at  2-2.  It  was  a 
heart-breaker  for  the  Salem 
team,  which  fought  for  another 
win;  yet  it  crushed  the  ego  of 
the  tough  Rhode  Island  team 
which  was  expecting  an  easy 
victory.  A  tie  is  not  counted  as 
poorly  as  a  loss.  But  for  the  Vik- 
ing team,  who  did  not  win  their 
home  opener,  it  was  just  as 
bad.  With  mixed  feelings  on 
what  could  have  been  done  to 


win  over  Rhode  Island,  the  Sa- 
lem team  practiced  hard  for  the 
next  game.  It  would  be  against 
Gordon,  the  team  earlier  de- 
feated in  the  preseasonal  scrim- 
mage. 

Gordon  rolled  onto  the  Salem 
field  with  fire  in  their  eyes,  fully 
intending  to  revenge  the 
preseason  disgrace.  Strong  as 
the  Scots  were,  the  Salem  team 
didn't  shudder.  Salem  led  all 
through  the  game  and  gave 
Gordon  another  hard  defeat, 
beating  them  3-1.  In  the  lime- 
light for  the  afternoon  was  Ted 
Carlson,  with  two  goals,  and 


Brian  Quirk  with  one.  The  Vik- 
ings sent  the  Scots  running 
back  to  their  campus,  while 
staying  undefeated.  But  the 
season  was  far  from  over  and 
the  toughest  teams  still  had  to 
be  faced.  With  problems  in  the 
spacing  of  games  in  the  sched- 
ule, along  with  daily  conflicts  in 
the  use  of  the  athletic  field,  the 
Salem  team  was  finding  it 
difficult  to  get  practice  time 
between  games.  The  injury  list 
was  also  rising  on  the  team. 
The  chips  were  piling  up 
against  the  Vikings.  And  the 


team  from  Gorham,  Maine  was 
coming  to  town  sincerely  bent 
on  knocking  Salem  out  of  the 
winners  circle.  It  would  be  a 
frustrating  game  for  Salem. 
Whatever  the  Vikings  tried 
against  Gorham,  it  did  not 
work.  The  boys  of  Maine 
pushed  Salem  off  its  short-lived 
pinnacle  of  victory.  Salem  was 
given  its  first  defeat  with  the 
score  of  3-1.  There  would  still 
be  time  for  the  Viking  team  to 
recover,  but  it  would  be  more 
difficult  now.  The  Vikings  were 
moving  into  a  bad  weekend  for 
being  alive.  It  was  to  be  a  Sat- 
urday on  which  they  met  the 
number  one  team  in  the  league, 
Eastern  Connecticut,  and  a 
Monday  that  would  have  the 


Vikings  meet  Westfield,  the 
number  two  team. 

The  contest  against  Eastern 
was  a  bloodbath  in  the  first  pe- 
riod, with  Eastern  scoring  six 
goals.  The  Salem  team  came 
back,  if  only  defensively,  in  the 
second  half  with  a  strong  effort 
on  the  part  of  Bill  Hadley.  Scor- 
ing only  three  more  goals  in 
this  half,  the  Eastern  pride 
suffered  a  bit  of  depreciation 
because  Salem  did  not  allow 
them  to  get  double  figures. 
With  Salem  losing  to  Eastern, 
Bill  Hadley  was  given  his  sec- 
ond defeat,  who  had  some  40 
saves  tallied  to  his  name  for 
that  one  game.  It  was  another 
tough  one  for  Salem  when  they 
played   Westfield.    Losing  2-0, 


Salem  found  itself  unable  to 
score.  It  was  a  hard  fought 
game  but,  nevertheless,  de- 
pressing to  the  Vikings  who 
rode  back  home  with  three  de- 
feats to  their  credit,  to  face 
Merrimack  College.  With  their 
confidence  destroyed,  the  Sa- 
lem team  went  onto  the  field  at 
Salem,  with  its  very  few  fans,  to 
meet  a  newcomer  to  the 
league. 

Whether  Merrimack  could  be 
defeated  by  Salem  was  not  the 
question  to  be  asked  at  this 
point.  It  would  be  a  question  of 
whether  Salem  felt,  that  as  a 
team,  they  were  tough  enough 


to  be  victorious  over  their  oppo- 
nents. It's  hard  for  a  team  to 
experience  three  consecutive 
defeats,  all  of  which  were  hard 
fought  and  terribly  frustrating 
to  the  team,  and  come  back 
with  just  a  simple  win.  The  per- 
sonal thoughts  that  run  in  the 
minds  of  the  players  at  this 
time  is  unrecordable.  but  it 
should  be  understood  that  there 
is  quite  a  bit  of  self-evaluation 
as  a  player  and  a  team  unit. 
This  is  where  each  player  has  to 
be  certain  of  his  own  ability, 
pick  up  his  confidence,  clean 
off  his  bruised  and  stained  ego, 
and  make  himself  believe  that 


he  has  the  stuff  to  win.  It  was  a 
hard  task  for  the  players,  but 
they  made  it  to  some  degree. 
Salem  tied  Merrimack  0-0.  Sa- 
lem did  not  win  but,  the  tie  was 
accepted  and  spirits  were  raised 
somewhat. 

Salem  then  came  up  with  its 
needed  win,  and  a  good  one  it 
was.  Against  Worcester  State 
Salem  dealt  a  crushing  defeat 
with  a  score  of  5-0.  Confidence 
was  up  and  the  victory  was  a 
pretty  one.  This  happiness  was 
short-lived,  however,  for  once 
again  the  Viking  team  was 
pointed  downhill.  It  started  with 
a    loss    to    Mass.  Maritime. 


Steaming  up  from  their  Cape 
Cod  shores,  these  blood-thirsty 
seamen  became  carnivorous  as 
they  ate  up  the  Viking  team  for 
the  first  time  in  two  years.  Sa- 
lem defeated  2-0,  was  headed 
for  another  scoring  drought. 
With  Bill  Hadley  unable  to  be 
with  the  team,  Salem  made  the 
trip  to  Plymouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire. Jim  Reese,  substituting 
for  Hadley  in  the  goal  had  a 
good  game  and  gave  a  specta- 
cular effort,  but  the  Plymouth 
team  was  tougher  than  Salem. 
And  again  Salem  was  defeated 
with  a  score  of  3-1  recorded. 


By  this  point  in  the  season, 
almost  every  player  for  Salem 
was  on  the  injured  list,  with  a 
few  good  players  missing  from 
the  team  roster  because  of  ear- 
lier received  injuries.  It  was 
difficult  for  the  coach  and  my- 
self to  reconstruct  a  working 
team  from  the  handicaps  we 
faced.  Our  attempts  were  again 
shot  down  with  a  freak  goal  on 
a  very  cold  day  in  late  October 
at  Fitchburg  State  College. 
Fitchburg  got  a  1-0  win  over 
Salem.  But  the  effort,  on  the 
part  of  the  Salem  team  didn't 
stop.  With  a  badly  shot  season 
behind  them,  at  a  time  when 
most  teams  might  give  up,  the 
Viking  booters  came  back  to  give 
New  Hampshire  College  a  strong 
defeat.  With  a  score  of  2-0,  Sa- 


lem delivered  a  strong  and  well 
needed  defeat  to  New  Hamp- 
shire College.  It  would  be  the 
last  win  of  the  season  for  Sa- 
lem, but  not  the  last  good  team 
effort.  One  last  game  was  to 
come.  In  it,  Salem  would  face  a 
team,   of  which   nothing  was 
known.    The   only  knowledge 
Salem  had  of  Newark  College  of 
Engineering  was  a  very  long  list 
of   its  victories.    Newark  had 
beaten  everything  in  its  sched- 
ule, and  beaten  it  badly.  They 
faced  a  strong  defensive  effort 
from  Salem,  but  were  still  able 
to  overcome  the  Vikings  4-0. 

So  while  it  wasn't  a  spectacu- 
lar season,  it  was  a  better  sea- 
son than  had  been  experienced 
in  the  two  previous  years.  Un- 
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fortunately  a  record  of  4-7-2 
doesn't  give  the  proper  rating 
to  a  team  that  never  quit,  but 
always  gave  everything  they  had 
to  each  game.  My  congratula- 
tions to  the  1969-70  Soccer 
Team  at  Salem  for  their  un- 
dying team  effort  that  lasted 
all  season  long.  Also  my  con- 
gratulations to  my  teammate. 
Mike  ••Ruby"  Rich  for  being 
chosen  to  the  Conference 
All-Star  Team,  which  is  a  vote 
determined  by  all  the  coaches 
in  the  league.  Mike  was  a  great 
value  to  the  team  all  season.  I 
might  add.  that  he  is  the  holder 
of  the  only  honor  bestowed 
upon  the  Salem  Soccer  Team  in 
its  fifteen  years  existence  at 
Salem  State.  My  sincere  condo- 
lences to  my  teammates  for  the 


poor  facilities  they  were  obliged 
to  put  up  with  this  season.  And 
last,  but  believe  me,  not  least, 
my  many  thanks  to  whomever 
was  responsible  for  cutting  our 
team's  budget.  It's  not  that  hav- 


ing only  one  game  shirt  for 
both  home  and  away  games  is 
so  bad.  but  when  the  college 
can't  get  them  washed  because 
there  is  a  lack  of  team  funds, 
well,  that  really  stinks! 


Basketball 


In  the  latter  weeks  of  Novem- 
ber 1969  Varsity  Coach  George 
Blackwell  called  together  an 
organizational  meeting  for  all 
basketball  candidates.  Among 
those  to  show  up  for  the  meet- 
ing were  seven  members  of  the 
varsity  team  of  a  year  ago.  They 
were:  Seniors  Brian  Popolizio, 
Kevin  Sullivan  and  Bill  Clark; 
Juniors  Kevin  Coughlin,  Bill 
Glidden,  John  Hanlon  and  Mike 
Winn.  After  hard  weeks  of 
tryouts  the  Viking  team  was 
picked.  Among  those  to  make 
the  team  along  with  the  seven 
veterans  were:  John  Donovan, 
Bob  Gillis,  Jim  Rodgers,  Tom 
Pizzello,  a  former  member  of 
the  squad  before  entering  the 
service,  and  Ralph  "Rosie" 
Greer,  a  transfer  student  from 
Boston  University. 

The  Vikings,  a  team  of  good 
experience  but  lack  of  sufficient 
height,  turned  their  game 
strategy  to  a  fast  running  and  a 
strong  defensive  team.  Several 
scrimmages  with  local  colleges 
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helped  shape  and  tone  the 
team  into  a  well  organized  club. 

On  December  3.   1969.  the 
Vikings  set  sail  to  reconquer  the 
glory  that  was  once  theirs.  The 
first  onset  of  the  new  season 
was   against  the   ••Bears"  of 
Bridgewater  State  College.  Good 
hustle,    defense,    and  strong 
support  from  the  bench  were 
the  reasons  for  a  close  and  ex- 
citing victory  by  the  Vikings  76 
to  73.  Starting  at  guard.  Kevin 
Coughlin  made  12  of  his  18 
points  in  the  first  quarter  along 
with  6  of  John  Donovan's  11 
points  in  the  first  half.  The  Vik- 
ings went  into  the  second  half 
with  a  close  37  to  35  lead.  In 
this  half,  Bill  Glidden  came  in 
off  the  bench  and  connected 
for  21  of  his  23  points  in  that 
half.  In  the  last  quarter  alone 
Bill  popped  in  14  of  the  teams 
20  points  to  lead  the  Vikings  off 
the  court  with  a  slim  76  to  73 
victory.  Ralph  Greer's  tight  con- 
trol of  the  boards  with  help 
from  Kevin  Sullivan  and  Tom 
Pizzello  climaxed  the  last  min- 
ute of  the  game.  High  scorers 
in  the  game  with  two  figures 
were:  Capt.  John  Donovan.  11 
points;     Kevin    Coughlin.  18 
points  and  Bill  Glidden  with  23 
points. 

The  next  step  in  the  Viking 
conquest  was  a  trip  to  the  back 
woods  of  Maine  for  a  clash  with 
Farmington  State  College.The 
game  was  a  sweet  victory  for 
the  Salem  Team,  winning  89  to 
66.  The  ability  of  every  man  on 
the  team  to  score  is  pointed  out 
as  11  of  the  15  men  in  the 
squad  participated  in  the  scor- 
ing. Salem  jumped  out  to  a  23 
to  12  lead  in  the  first  quarter 
but  Farmington  would  not  be 
denied.  Farmington  fought  back 
with  27  points  to  Salem's  17  in 
the  second  quarter  to  leave  a 


half  time  trailing  by  one  point 
40  to  39.  On  the  other  hand, 
Salem  was  not  to  be  denied.  In 
the  third  quarter  John  Dono- 
van, Ralph  Greer,  Kevin  Cough- 
lin  and  Kevin  Sullivan  played 
the  games'  tightest  defense  of 
the  young  season.  Salem  held 
their  opponents  to  11  points 
while  scoring  24  themselves. 
Outscoring  thier  opponents  49  to 
27  in  the  second  half  by  way 
of  a  strong  offensive  and  de- 
fensive team  effort  brought 
Salem  home  its  second  victory 
in  as  many  starts. 

After  opening  the  season  with 
3  games  on  the  road  the  Vik- 
ings were  looking  forward  to 
their  first  home  appearance. 
Winning  two  out  of  their  first  3 
games,  losing  only  to  Westfield 
State  79  to  69,  the  Vikings 
played  their  first  home  game  on 
December  13,  1969.  The  Vik- 


ings played  host  to  a  strong, 
big  and  well  controlled  ball  club 
in  Quinnipiac  College.  In  the 
absence  of  Ralph  Greer,  a  6'6" 
senior,  another  senior,  Kevin 
Sullivan,  filled  in  the  gap.  Kevin 
along  with  Bill  Glidden  and  cor- 
nerman Tom  Pizzello  played  an 
exceptionally  tough  and  hard- 
nosed  game  only  to  fall  short  in 
front  of  the  home  fans  108-79. 

Fighting  right  back  from  2 
straight  losses  the  Vikings  set 
forth  on  another  invasion  on 
foreign  land,  this  time  Ply- 
mouth State.  The  well  discip- 
lined team  work,  speed,  explod- 
ing offense  and  tight  defense, 
left  its  mark  on  Plymouth.  The 
strong  defense  with  Kevin  Cough- 
lin,  John  Donovan,  Tom  Piz- 
zello and  Mike  Winn  held  Plym- 
outh to  only  17  points  at  the  end 
of  the  first  half  while  scoring  30 
points  themselves.  At  the  end 
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trailed  by  six  points  43-37.  Foul 
trouble  was  a  main  reason  for 
the  downfall  in  the  second  half. 
The  one  bright  spot  in  the  eyes 
of  Coach  Blackwell  was  the  fine 
show  of  ball  handling  and 
shooting  ability  displayed  by 
Brian  Popolizio.  Brian  played  a 
strong  defensive  game  and 
popped  in  26  big  points.  Brian 
is  one  of  the  main  reasons  Sa- 
lem stayed  within  reach  of 
Keene  State.  The  other  top 
scorers  in  the  game  were  John 
Donovan  —  21  points;  Tom  Piz- 
zello  —  13  points;  and  Bill  Glid- 
den  —  12  points. 

On  December  20,  1969  the 
Vikings  ended  the  old  year  in 
style  by  romping  over  arch  rival 
Boston  State  90-75.  Salem  was 
never  behind  from  the  opening 
whistle  to  the  closing  horn. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Captain 
John  Donovan  and  Kevin  Sulli- 
van, they  controlled  both  the 
offensive  and  defensive  boards. 
The  big  lift  for  the  Vikings  was 
the  fine  offensive  display  by 
Kevin  Coughlin  who  led  all  scor- 
ers with  28  points.  The  team 
had  its  biggest  quarter  of  the 
year  scoring  31  points  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  The  victory  took 
its  toll  as  Jim  Rodgers  broke  his 
hand  and  was  missed  for  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

Going   into   the    new  year 


sporting  a  four  win  and  three 
loss  record  Coach  Blackwell  was 
looking  for  more  and  better 
things  from  the  team.  This 
year's  squad  made  up  for  its 
lack  of  height  with  exceptional 
speed.  Led  by  Greer  the  team 
was  very  fast  off  their  defensive 
boards  and  moved  the  ball 
swiftly  down  court,  catching  the 
opposition  before  it  could  get 
back  into  its  defensive  position. 
The  constant  shuffling  of  play- 
ers in  and  out  of  games  made 
the  team  a  stronger  and  more 
unified  group.  Salem  had  the 
gift  of  many  scorers,  all  with 
the  ability  to  score  anytime 
from  anywhere. 

January  was  a  rough  month 
for  the  Vikings  with  only  1  win 
in  5  starts.  The  only  win  was  a 
tough  played  game  against 
Lowell  State  69-63. 

A  rash  of  injuries  caused 
many  shakeups  in  the  line  of 
play.  A  great  blow  to  the  team 
was  the  loss  of  Big  number  44, 
Kevin  Sullivan.  Kevin  had 
played  very  impressively  in  the 
absence  of  "Rosie"  Greer.  The 
loss  of  Kevin's  height  of  6'6" 
left  the  team  almost  entirely 
defenseless  on  the  board.  This 
is  one  reason  teams  like  Merri- 
mack College,  New  Haven  Col- 
lege and  Boston  State  were  able 
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to  take  the  Vikings  with  their 
exceptional  height. 

In  the  Viking  loss  to  Merri- 
mack College  100-84,  Brian 
Popolizio  and  John  Hanlon  put 
in  an  impressive  showing  with 
good  ball  handling,  play  making 
and  defense.  John  Hanlon,  a 
much  improved  player,  popped  in 
twelve  points. 

New  Haven  College,  a  very  well 
balanced  team  with  fine  accuracy 
and  hand  picked  personnel, 
soundly  beat  the  Vikings  106-76. 
High  scorers  for  the  Vikings 
were  Kevin  Coughlin  with  12, 
John  Donovan  —  11,  Tom  Piz- 
zello  —  13  points;  and  a  fine 
showing  of  9  points  by  Frank 
Barstow  in  the  final  quarter. 
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In  the  Boston  State  game  the 
services  of  Brian  Popolizio  were 
lost  for  the  season.  Brian 
suffered  a  severe  knee  injury 
while  diving  for  a  loose  ball. 
The  one  good  quality  of  the 
game  was  in  the  29  point  per- 
formance of  Tom  Pizzello.  Sa- 
lem lost  a  close  one  91-85. 

The  lone  win  of  the  month 
against  Lowell  State  was  a 
thriller  for  the  home  town  fans. 
At  the  end  of  three  quarters  of 
play  the  Vikings  had  a  57-45 
lead.  In  the  fourth  quarter  Lo- 
well saw  the  light  and  eventu- 
ally caught  up  to  the  Salem  five. 
With  one  minute  and  ten  sec- 
onds showing  on  the  clock  Sa- 
lem held  a  slim  65-63  lead.  A 
strategic  foul  sent  Captain  John 
Donovan  to  the  foul  line  shoot- 
ing 2  shots.  He  sunk  both  shots 
making  the  score  67-63  in  Sa- 
lem's favor.  The  biggest  play  of 
the  night  was  made  by  Bill 
Clark  with  less  than  a  minute 
left  in  the  game.  Bill  stole  a 
Lowell  pass  and  fed  John  Dono- 
van on  a  break  away.  John  was 
fouled  in  the  act  of  shooting 


and  received  a  chance  at  sink- 
ing two  more  foul  shots.  John 
made  both  shots  good  and  time 
had  run  out  for  the  Lowell  State 
five.  Salem  was  the  victor 
69-63. 

Entering  into  the  final  month 
of  play  and  coming  down  the 
home  stretch,  Coach  Blackwell 
and  the  team  felt  all  their  trou- 
bles had  passed. 

The  first  game  of  the  new 
month  seemed  to  prove  their 
hypothesis.  In  front  of  the 
home  crowd  the  Vikings  buried 
Gorham  State  97-70.  For  the 
first  time  everything  seemed  to 
be  falling  right  for  the  Vikings 
as  every  member  of  the  squad 
figured  in  the  scoring.  The  win- 
ning game  was  too  much  for 
Gorham  to  handle.  A  good  deal 
of  success  was  due  to  the  de- 
fensive play  of  Bob  Gillis,  Bill 
Clark  and  "Rosie"  Greer.  Salem 
went  into  the  dressing  room  at 
half  time  coasting  on  a  43-29 
lead.  The  big  gun  in  the  second 
half  was  Bill  Glidden  who 
scored  13  of  his  17  points.  "Ro- 
sie" Greer,  the  leader  on  the 
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fast  break,  had  continued  suc- 
cess all  night  in  throwing  the 
long  bomb  to  John  Donovan, 
Mike  Winn  and  Bob  Gillis.  This 
tactic  of  the  fast  break  caught 
Gorham  off  guard  more  times 
than  not.  High  point  scorers  in 
the  game  were  John  Donovan 
21,  Bill  Glidden  17,  Tom  Piz- 
zello  13,  "Rosie"  Greer  11,  and 
Kevin  Coughlin  11. 

Just  when  everything  looked 
good  the  last  of  many  problems 
of  the  season  hit  the  club.  This 
time  the  problem  was  the  flu.  It 
seemed  as  if  someone  was 
against  the  club  from  the  begin- 
ning; never  giving  the  team  a 
chance  to  get  started.  In  the 
absence  of  Coach  Blackwell, 
assistant  Coach  Joe  Lavacchia 
took  the  Vikings  into  battle 
against  Husson  College.  The 
outside  shooting  strength  and 
height  were  too  much  for  the 
Vikings  as  Husson  overtook 
Salem  106-85.  Leading  scorers 
for  the  Vikings  were:  Tom  Piz- 
zello  15,  Bill  Glidden  16,  Bob 
Gillis  13,  and  John  Donovan  11. 


Under  the  direction  of  Coach 
Lavacchia  the  Vikings  basket- 
ball team  traveled  to  Fitchburg 
State  and  when  it  was  all  over 
Salem  was  the  winner  by  a 
score  of  77-62.  Leading  scorer 
for  the  Viking  five  was  corner- 
man Tom  Pizzello  with  21 
points.  Also  in  double  figures 
were  John  Donovan  with  18 
points,  Bill  Glidden  with  14  and 
center  Mike  Winn  with  12.  It 
was  a  close  game  at  the  half  with 
Salem  out  in  front  by  8  points 
32-24.  At  the  end  of  three  quar- 
ters Fitchburg  had  cut  the  lead 
to  5  points,  outscoring  Salem 
24  points  to  21.  Salem  came 
alive  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Tom 
Pizzello,  John  Donovan,  Mike 
Winn  and  Bill  Glidden  led  the 
attack  scoring  a  total  of  24 
points  between  them.  They 
really  put  it  all  together  in  this 
final  quarter  with  good  execu- 
tion on  offense  combined  with 
a  real  tight  defense.  The  result 
was  that  Salem  outscored  Fitch- 
burg 24  points  to  21  for  the 
losers  to  come  away  with  the 
victory. 

In  the  span  of  the  next  five 
games  the  flu  bug  took  its  grea- 
test toll.  A  fifteen  man  squad 
over  the  five  game  span  was 
cut  to  eight  or  nine  men  at  the 
most.  The  frequent  changes  in 
the  starting  five  for  the  Vikings 
upset  the  strategy,  game  plan 
and  effectiveness  of  the  team. 
Over  this   period   the  Vikings 
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posted  a  2  win  —  3  loss  record. 
During  this  stretch  the  experi- 
ence the  bench  had  seen  all 
year  played  its  biggest  roll, 
though  the  record  does  not 
show  it 

John  Hanlon,  a  strong  out- 
side shooter,  and  Kevin  Sulli- 
van, hampered  by  a  bad  knee, 
came  in  to  fill  the  gaps  against 
strong  Westfield  State.  West- 
field  State  was  the  victor  in  the 
end  86-70  but  not  before  Salem 
gave  them  a  run  for  their  money. 
Salem  led  for  most  of  the 
game.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  the  score  was  22-21 
in  favor  of  Salem;  at  the  half 
38-37  still  Salem:  at  the  end 
of  the  third  quarter  57-56  again 
Salem  in  the  lead.  But  the 
tide  changed  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  Westfield  had  the 
spark  to  overcome  Salem.  Kevin 
Coughlin  was  high  scorer  for 
Salem  with  16  points. 

In  an  overheated  gym  the 
Vikings  suffered  their  second 
straight  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Lowell  State.  Foul  trouble  and 
sickness  aided  in  the  confusion 
for  the  Vikings.  Bill  Clark 
showed  a  streak  of  offensive 
talent  by  popping  in  three 
straight  baskets  within  54  sec- 
onds, in  the  final  quarter.  Other 
scorers  for  Salem  were  Tom 
Pizzello  with  17  points,  John 
Donovan  17  and  Mike  Winn  15. 

Under  the  combined  efforts 
of  Frank  Barstow  and  John 
Hanlon  the  Salem  five  shocked 
Farmington  State  for  the  sec- 
ond time  this  season  by  a  score 
of  77-72.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
half  Salem  held  a  slim  35-34 
lead.  After  securing  a  lead  of  11 
points.  62-51  at  the  end  of 
three  quarters  the  Farmington 
team  came  within  1  point  of 
Salem  with  a  minute  and  10 
seconds  showing  on  the  clock. 
With  the  score  73-72.  Salem 


tried  to  kill  the  clock.  In  the 
process,  Frank  Barstow  was 
fouled  and  went  to  the  foul  line 
shooting  two  shots.  He  made 
them  both,  to  make  the  score 
75-72.  With  22  seconds  left  on 
the  clock  John  Hanlon  stole  a 
pass  and  shot  a  twenty-five  foot 
jump  shot  to  insure  the  win 
over  Farmington  State  77-72. 

The  next  opposition  for  the 
Vikings  was  Worcester  State. 
This  game  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  most  exciting  of  the  season 
as  Salem  whipped  Worcester  in 
overtime  90-85.  A  technical  foul 
called  on  Worcester  in  the  final 
quarter  because  of  calling  too 
many  time  outs  gave  Salem  a 
tie  at  the  end  of  regulation  time 
78-78.  The  hero  in  overtime 
was  John  Hanlon  with  6  of  his 
10  points.  Kevin  Sullivan  and 
Bob  Gillis  had  excellent  control 
of  both  the  offensive  and  defen- 
sive boards.  Tom  Pizzello  paced 
all  scorers  with  26  points  and 
help  from  Bill  Glidden  with  15 
points  Mike  Winn  12  and  John 
Hanlon  with  10. 

Following  a  big  win  over 
Worcester  State  the  Vikings 
suffered  a  defeat  to  Keene 
State.  The  Vikings  played  a 
close,  hard  nosed  game  with  six 
of  the  eight  men  on  the  trip 
scoring  in  double  figures.  With 
the  absence  of  two  key  players, 
Tom  Pizzello  and  "Rosie" 
Greer,  the  bench  went  to  work. 
The  game  was  not  lost  until  the 
last  minute  when  strategic  fouls 
hurt  the  Salem  five.  It  might 
have  been  a  loss  but  the  Viking 
men  were  proud  of  themselves. 
They  proved  to  themselves  and 
the  fans  that  Salem  could  keep 
up  with  the  best  of  them 
through  hard  fought  teamwork 
from  all.  The  scorers  for  Salem 
were  Mike  Winn  with  13  points, 
Bill  Glidden  13,  John  Donovan 
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12,  Bob  Gillis  11,  John  Hanlon 
and  Kevin  Coughlin  chipped  in 
with  10  points  each. 

With  confidence  once  again 
under  their  belts  the  Vikings 
came  home  and  in  front  of  a 
full  house  of  local  fans  they 
romped  over  Plymouth  State 
94-70.  Every  member  of  the 
team  participated  in  the  scor- 
ing. They  did  it  in  such  a  fash- 
ion that  they  had  the  fans 
jumping  and  screaming  wildly 
at  each  play.  The  long  bomb 
passes  by  "Rosie"  Greer,  the 
fine  show  of  outside  shooting 
by  John  Hanlon,  the  fancy  ball 


handling  and  behind  the  back 
passing  of  Kevin  Coughlin  and 
Bill  Glidden  made  it  a  spectacu- 
lar game.  The  Vikings  literally 
ran  Plymouth  into  the  court. 
The  combination  of  Kevin  Sulli- 
van and  "Rosie"  Greer  showed 
tremendous  control  of  offensive 
and  defensive  boards.  The  play- 
ers scoring  in  double  figures 
were:  John  Hanlon  with  18 
points;  Ralph  Greer  13;  Tom 
Pizzello  10;  Bill  Glidden  13  and 
John  Donovan  10  points. 

After  losing  to  a  good  Bridge- 
water  team  72-66,  the  Vikings 
set  sail  against  Gorham  State  in 


an  effort  to  gain  a  playoff  spot 
in  the  New  England  State  Col- 
lege Conference  tournament. 

The  game  started  out  rough 
for  the  Vikings  as  they  trailed 
25-16  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter.  At  half  time  Salem  still 
trailed,  this  time  41-28.  At  the 
end  of  the  third  quarter  it 
looked  as  if  Salem  was  all 
through  trailing  by  12  points 
64-52.  Then  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter the  defense  led  by  "Rosie" 
Greer  and  Bob  Gillis  held  Gor- 
ham to  only  12  points  while  on 
the  combination  of  Tom  Piz- 
zello   and    Bill    Glidden  they 
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points  and  making  numerous 
key  rebounds  especially  in  the 
last  quarter.  At  the  end  of  the 
first  half  the  Vikings  trailed  the 
Alumni  by  a  score  of  45-43. 
John  Hanlon  was  the  top  scorer 
in  the  first  half  with  10  points. 
In  the  second  half  the  Vikings 
caught  the  spark  that  brought 
the  several  exciting  victories  by 
outscoring  the  alumni  58-45. 
The  big  guns  in  the  second  half 
were  Kevin  Sullivan  with  11  of 


popped  in  16  of  the  team's  22 
points  of  the  quarter.  The  only 
trouble  was  that  with  one  sec- 
ond left  a  Gorham  player  let  fly 
a  thirty  foot  jump  shot  that 
bounced  on  the  rim  then  fell 
through  the  hoop.  The  hoop 
gave  Gorham  a  win  by  a  score 
of  76-74. 

The  Vikings  came  home 
sporting  a  final  regular  season 
record  of  10  wins  and  13 
losses.  The  Vikings  over  the 
stretch  of  the  season  gained 
the  well  deserved  respect  of  all 
their  opponents. 

The  eleventh  win  of  the  sea- 
son was  the  annual  alumni 
game.  The  attack  was  led  by 
Viking  Captain  John  Donovan 
with  22  points.  Kevin  Sullivan 
played  one  of  his  strongest 
offensive  and  defensive  games 
of  the  year,  by  dumping  in  13 


his  13  points,  John  Donovan 
scoring  16  of  his  22  points  and 
Bill  Glidden  scoring  12  of  his  18 
total  points.  The  Vikings  had 
outscored  and  outlasted  the 
alumni  to  win  a  close  one 
98-90. 

Even  though  the  dreams  and 
hopes  that  were  built  up  all  year 
ended  in  the  final  second  on 
that  cold  bleak  night  in  Gor- 
ham,  it  was  an  exciting  season 
that  left  many  fans  awe 
stricken.  Also  on  that  final 
night  sixteen  proud  and  deserv- 
ing Viking  men  walked  off  the 
court  leaving  behind  them 
many  exciting  moments  never 
to  be  forgotten.  Their  conquest 


had  ended  for  this  year  only  to 
return  in  the  future. 

Many  of  next  year's  prospects 
were  under  the  direction  of 
Coach  Joe  Lavacchia.  The  fresh- 
man team  is  composed  of  good 
talent  especially  outside  shoot- 
ing and  hard  fighting  under  the 
boards.  This  strong  combina- 
tion will  be  a  tremendous  asset 
to  head  coach  George  Blackwell 
next  year.  Many  of  the  fresh- 
men are  looking  forward  to  the 
challenge  of  filling  the  shoes  of 
the  leaving  Varsity  men.

The  paper  sign  scotch  taped 
to  the  athletic  bulletin  board 
stated  briefly  —  Varsity  hockey 
practice,  October  20.  1969  - 
Lynn  Arena,  3:30  to  5:30.  On 
this  note  the  Salem  State 
Hockey  Team  officially  began 
its  1969-70  season. 

Losing  only  three  players  by 
graduation  from  a  team  that 
finished  with  a  12-5-1  record, 
all  signs  pointed  to  a  successful 
season.  The  freshmen  that 
were  now  sophomores  were 
coming  off  a  12-4  record  and 
from  all  indications  would  have 
no  trouble  making  the  jump 
from  freshmen  to  varsity 
hockey. 

Before  the  first  practice 
Coach  Urbanski  was  informed 
he  would  be  without  the  serv- 
ices of  junior  wing  Eddie  Fox 
and  promising  sophomore  de- 
fenseman  Jack  Foley.  Due  to 
injuries  both  would  be  forced  to 
miss  the  season.  This  would  be 
the  first  sign  of  hard  luck  for 
the  Bear's  aspiring  squad. 


The  first  week  of  practice  for 
any  hockey  team  is  tough  but 
the  players  were  "eager"  to 
begin  the  grind.  Each  player 
had  the  same  thoughts  running 
through  his  mind  —  why  all  the 
skating,  let's  scrimmage,  give 
me  a  puck,  and  I  hope  he  for- 
gets the  stops  and  starts.  He 
being  Coach  Urbanski  and 
stops  and  starts  being  a  nicety 
invented  much  earlier  in  hockey 
annals  by  a  ghoulish  fiend  of  a 
coach  who  was  a  nut  on  condi- 
tioning. These  little  treats  are 
usually  saved  for  the  last  ten 
minutes  of  the  practices  and  if 
a  dramatist  were  asked  to  stage 
the  last  minutes  of  a  Salem 
practice  it  would  go  something 
like  this:

Flash  to  Bear  —  Let's  scrim- 
mage, I  only  got  nine  today. 
Gobble,  Gobble. 

Bear  to  Mike  —  You're  the 
captain.  Keep  them  quiet. 

Loudspeaker  to  Bear  —  O.K. 
coach.  Clear  the  ice. 

Team  to  themselves  —  Do 
you  think  he's  catching  on. 
Practice  wasn't  more  than  a 
week  along  when  three  year 
veteran  goalie  Dean  Humphries 
broke  his  ankle  in  a  freak  goal 
mouth  accident.  The  goaltend- 
ing  chores  fortunately  were  still 
in  capable  hands  —  Junior 
Bobby  Rowe  and  sophomore 
Mark  Sullivan. 

An  early  season  scrimmage 
against  Bowdoin  resulted  in  a 
7-5  loss  but  the  play  of  the  indi- 
viduals was  highly  encouraging. 
Captain  Mike  Gilligan,  every- 
one's choice  as  ECAC  division  II 
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defenseman  the  previous  year, 
played  great  despite  a  painful 
rib  injury  sustained  in  a  sum- 
mer league  collision  with  ex 
B.C.  star  Woodie  Johnson. 
Bruce  'Juice'  Jangro  suffered  a 
painful  chest  injury  and  for  a 
while  looked  like  another  cas- 
ualty. Defenseman  Leo  Buse 
would  be  lost  for  more  than  a 
month  as  a  result  of  a  fractured 
nose.  Injuries  were  beginning  to 
take  their  toll. 

The  season  opened  with  easy 
wins  over  New  Haven  and  Lo- 
well Tech  with  the  Vikings  scor- 
ing in  double  figures  in  both 
games.  The  fans  were  excited 
but  the  players  realized  that 
these  clubs  weren't  the  iron 
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The  play  of  sophomores  Tom 
Livingston,  Dave  Murphy,  and 
Mike  Sullivan  was  the  high 
point  of  these  wins.  The  third 
game  of  the  year  was  the  real 
test  -  AIC  at  Springfield.  AIC 
was  the  defending  division  II 
champs  and  the  winner  of  the 
Lumberman's  Mutual  Award  for 
woodchopping.  They're  murder 
and  at  Springfield  they're  al- 
most unbeatable.  In  a  high 
scoring  wild  game  Salem  led 
8-7  with  five  minutes  left  but 
lost  12-8  as  AIC  netted  five  late 
goals  to  ice  the  win.  Salem 
chose  to  play  a  wide  open  game 
and  but  for  a  few  lapses  could 
have  walked  off  with  a  win.  The 
play  of  the  third  line  —  Bob 
Marcous,  Bill  McBrine,  and 
Doug  Robinson  brightened  the 


outlook  for  the  rest  of  the  sea- 
son. The  fourth  game  evened 
the  record  at  2-2  with  a  5-2  loss 
to  Merrimack.  Although  losing, 
this  was  Salem's  best  game  to 
date.  The  final  Merrimack  goal 
was  shot  into  an  empty  Salem 
net  after  goalie  Bobby  Rowe 
had  been  pulled  for  a  sixth  ska- 
ter. The  work  of  the  Merrimack 
goalie  was  very  instrumental  in 
handing  Salem  its  defeat.  Sa- 
lem goals  were  scored  by  Dave 
Murphy  and  Joe  Gallagher.  The 
Merrimack  Christmas  tourney 
at  Billerica  was  the  low  point  of 
the  season.  Facing  two  new 
opponents  Salem  lost  both 
games  8-4  to  Notre  Dame  and 


4-1  to  the  University  of  Buffalo. 
Notre  Dame  drubbed  Merri- 
mack 5-1  to  win  the  tourney 
Championship.  Captain  Mike 
Gilligan  scored  in  each  game 
and  displayed  the  talents  that 
everyone  has  come  to  expect 
from  him.  Carrying  a  2-4  record 
into  the  Oswego  State  game 
Salem  was  down  3-0  early  in 
the  second  period  and  a  loss 
would  have  all  but  ended  the 
season.  The  Vikings  were  not  to 
be  denied  and  rallied  to  eek  out 
a  narrow  5-4  win.  Salem's  first 
line  of  Jangro,  Gurry  and 
Boucher  were  all  over  the  Os- 
wego net  and  each  scored  a 
goal  in  the  win. 
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Salem  evened  its  record  at  4-4  with 
a  much  closer  win  over  New  Haven. 
A  journey  to  Maine  resulted  in  a  long 
bus  ride  back  as  Colby  rallied  from  a 
3-3  tie  to  a  7-3  win. 

Senior  goalie  Dean  Humphries 
coming  off  his  broken  ankle  was 
starting  to  round  into  playing  shape 
when  an  unfortunate  accident  oc- 
curred again  in  practice.  An  errant 
slice  struck  Dean  in  the  eye  and  put 
an  end  to  Dean's  college  career.  His 


eyesight  is  gradually  coming  back 
and  both  his  teammates  and  class- 
mates hope  Dean  a  speedy  recovery. 

A  9-1  win  over  the  Carling's 
Hockey  Club  and  a  split  with  Oswego 
and  Ithaca  set  the  tone  for  the  final 
games  of  the  year.  Salem  would  have 
to  win  all  five  games  to  have  any 
consideration  for  the  ECAC  or  the 
NAIA  playoffs  and  it  would  be 
difficult. 
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AIC  came  to  Lynn  having  never 
been  beaten  by  a  Salem  squad 
and  was  shocked  8-3  be  the  hus- 
tling Vikings.  Bruce  Jangro  scored 
two  while  the  line  of  Joe  Gallagher, 
Dave  Perkins,  and  Mike  Sullivan 
skated  and  forechecked  their 
slower  opponents  into  the  ice.  By 
an  identical  8-3  score  Salem 
trounced  Holy  Cross  with  Greg 
Gurry  collecting  the  hat  trick.  So- 
phomores Stan  Crewys,  Steve  Guy, 
and  Mike  Tobin  in  the  past  few 
games  stepped  into  regular  turns

and  performed  extremely  well 
under  varsity  pressure.  The  next 
game  was  against  arch  rival  Bos- 
ton State  and  the  largest  home 
crowd  in  two  years  greeted  the 
Warriors  from  Boston.  This  game 
was  expected  to  be  rough  and 
close  —  Rough  it  was.  Close  it 
wasn't.  Salem  bombed  Boston 
with  Private  Bob  Rowe  putting  on 
a  great  show  for  the  partisan  Sa- 
lem fans.  The  game  was  marked 
by  many  near  flareups.  State's 
bad  boy  defenseman  Rich  Craven 
and  the  100th  College  point  for 
Captain  Mike  Gilligan.

The  Salem  squad  next  faced  U 
of  Vermont.  The  game  ended  in  a 
loss  for  the  team  5-3,  but  not  with- 
out a  good  fight.  The  score  was  tie 
3-3  until  late  in  the  third  period, 
when  the  second  ranked  small  col- 
lege team  in  the  East  became  too 
much  for  the  Salem  team  to  han- 
dle. The  last  game  in  the  season 
was  against  Boston  State.  The 
team  wanted  to  end  the  season 
with  a  bang  but  the  injuries  of 
Mike  Sullivan  and  Dick  Boucher 
hurt.  Greg  Gurry  displayed  excep- 
tional play  in  this  game  but 
State's  team  still  overcame  Salem.

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Gymnastics  is  another  activity 
open  to  the  women  at  Salem 
State.  Gymnastics  is  a  term  inter- 
preted differently  in  various  coun- 
tries. 

It  all  began  in  ancient  Greece, 
where  athletes  would  gather  to 
talk  with,  listen  to  and  learn  from 
great  men  of  the  day.  Music  was 
considered  an  essential  in  educa- 
tion and  gymnastics. 

In  Germany,  it  was  similar  to 
ancient  Greece  except  with  little 
additions:  carrying  exercises,  bal- 
ance, lifting  and  climbing.  After  a 
time  exercises  on  parallel  bars, 
horizontal  bars,  ropes,  ladders  and 
rings  were  introduced. 

In  Sweden,  a  new  form  of  gym- 
nastics was  formed.  The  aim  was 
"to  develop  the  human  body  in 
the  right  way  bv  means  of  suitable 
exercises." 

Gymnastics  became  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  curriculum  in  boys 
schools  in  Denmark.  Equipment 
included  horizontal  and  parallel 
bars  as  well  as  mats  for  tumbling. 

The  first  national  tournament  in 


the  United  States  took  place  in 
1897  for  men  and  in  1931  for 
women.  At  one  time,  it  was  only 
an  activity  for  men  but  now 
women  have  become  experts  in 
the  field. 

At  present,  gymnastics  is  a 
sport  practiced  in  many  schools 
and  a  great  number  of  colleges 
and  universities.  Included  is  our 
own  Salem  State. 

Meets  are  contested  between 
two  or  more  teams  in  various  ev- 
ents which  were  previously  men- 
tioned. Also  included  is  free  exer- 
cise, the  trampoline  and  the  bal- 
ance beam.  Participation  by  indi- 
viduals of  each  team  in  each  event 
is  stressed;  thus  a  high  standard 
of  fitness  is  demanded  and 
achieved. 

As  for  the  women,  they  develop 
poise,  grace  and  a  well  formed 
body.  Our  Salem  State  team  this 
past  season  has  demonstrated  the 
skill  and  grace  typical  of  fine 
gymnasts.  Dedicated  efforts  and 
hard  work  were  climaxed  in  excel- 
lent performances. 
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This  year's  Salem  State  Field 
Hockey  team  led  an  active  and  spir- 
ited season,  playing  well  against 
tough  competition.  Bonneta  M. 
Schreck,  their  dedicated  coach,  not 
only  instructed  but  also  inspired  the 
team  throughout  the  season. 

Salem  looked  forward  to  a  promis- 
ing season  with  many  new  and  dedi- 
cated players,  plus  returning  starters 
Betty  Cameron,  Sandy  Giles,  Debbie 
Burrell,  Cheryl  Woodfin  and  Phyllis 
Butters.  Other  members  included 
Rosemary  Baird,  Jean  Bissell,  Gail 
Boland,  Maureen  Boyce,  Nola  Clou- 
tier,  Kathy  Higgins,  Donna  Stromski, 
Donna  McKay,  Pat  McLaughlin  and 


Jane  Dunlap.  Also  a  great  asset  to 
the  team  was  their  manager  Pat 
Comer. 

This  year  was  the  sight  of  the  first 
Annual  State  College  Tournament. 
Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  State  Colleges,  the  tournament 
was  held  November  1st  at  Westfield 
State  College.  The  Salem  State  team 
joined  other  colleges  for  some  good 
competition.  Other  schools  attending 
were  North  Adams,  Framingham  and 
Fitchburg  State. 

Salem  competed  against  Fitchburg, 
winning  4-0  and  then  faced 
Westfield,  losing  narrowly  1-0.  Salem 
ended  up  second  in  the  tournament.

Here  is  a  program  which  offers 
numerous  activities  at  both  the 
intramural  and  intercollegiate  lev- 
els.

Intramural  activities  give  both 
the  unskilled  and  skilled  players 
the  opportunities  for  participation 
in  athletic  activities.

Here  is  a  chance 
for  the  more  athletic  women  of  the 
college  to  pool  their  talents  to- 
gether and  successfully  compete 
against  various  colleges  in  sur- 
rounding areas.  During  the  Fall 
season,  Field  Hockey  is  offered. 
With  the  closing  of  the  Fall  season 
preparation  is  underway  for  Bas- 
ketball, Gymnastics,  Volleyball  and 
Badminton.  The  activities  offered 
at  the  varsity  level  in  the  Spring 
are  even  greater.  Women  have  a 
chance  to  take  part  in  Gymnastics, 
Softball,  Tennis  and  Archery.
